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A  Journal  of  the  Siege 
and  Surrender  of  LoU”‘ 


ON  the  28th  of  May  I  had  the  good  Fortune 
to  meetAdiniral  Bofcawen  with  the  fleet  and 
troops  coming  out  of  the  harbour  of  Halifax, 
Lieutenant-General  Braggh  regiment,  from 
the  Bay  of  Fnndy,  joined  the  fleet  this  Day. 

The  29th  we  had  fine  weather  ;  the  fliips  kept  well 
together;  the  whole  confifted  of  157  fail.  The  Dub¬ 
lin  f which  carried  over  General  ^mherJT^  went  very 
fckly  into  Halifax. 

The  30th  the  wind  blew  hard  in  theAfternoon ;  the 
flips  were  greatly  difperfed. 

The  3ifl  the  wind  fometimes  contrary,  obliged  us 
to  tack,  and  it  blew  frefli. 

The  iff  offline  Capt.  KoiiSy  in  the  Sutherland, came 
from  of' the  harbour  of  Loiiishourgi  and  faid,two  flips 
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had  got  in  the  30th  ;  and  that  there  were  thirteen  laii 
in  the  harbour.  We  faw  the  entrance  of  Gabar oils' 
at  night. 

.-The  2nd  it  was  foggy  in  the  morning ;  about  twelve 
faw  Louisbourg,  and  the  fliips  in  the  harbour.  The 
fleet,  with  about  a  third  of  the  troops,  anchored  in  Ga- 
harous  Bay  ;  and  this  evening, with  Brigadier-Generals 
Lawrence  and  Wolfe ^  I  reconnoitred  the  iliore  as  near 
as  we  could,  and  made  adifpofitlon  for  landing  in  three 
places  the  next  morning,  in  cafe  the  troops  arrived. 

The  enemy  had  a  chain  of  pods  from  Cape  Noir  to 
the  FlatPoint,'s.nA  irregulars  from  thence  to  the  bottom 
of  the  bay  ;  fome  works  thrown  up  at  the  places  which 
appeared  praflicablc  to  land  at,  and  fome  batteries.  ' 

On  the  3d, mod:  of  the  tranfports  came  in  this  morn¬ 
ing, all  w^as  prepared  for  landing  ;  but  the  furff  on  fhore 
was  fo  great,  it  was  impoffible  to  land.  This  day  Bri¬ 
gadier-General  Whitmore  arrived  from  Hal  fax,  at 
which  place  I  have  left  Qolon^lMonckton  to  command. 
As  one  bay  was  found  to  have  lefs  furff  than  the  others, 
a  difpofition  was  made  to  land  the  next  morning  in  one 
place,  inhead  of  three. 

The  4th  the  wind  and  furff  w'ere  fo  very  high,  that 
Admiral  Bofcawenio\(S.  me  it  was  impradficable  to  land. 

The  5th  a  great  fwell  and  fog  in  the  morning,  and 
the  Admiral  declared  it  fill  impra£ficable  to  land. 

The  6th  an  appearance  of  change  of  weather,  in  the 
morning  early  :  1  was  refolved  to  feize  the  firft  oppor¬ 
tunity  ;  the  fignal  was  made  to  prepare  to  land  between 
five  and  fix  o’clock,  and  at  eight  all  the  men  w'ere  in 
the  boats  ;  the  fog  came  on  again, and  the  fwell  increa- 
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fed  daring  die  time  die  men  were  getdng  into  the  boats, 
'  and  the  Admiral  again  declared  it  imyi-adlicable  to  land. 
I  ordered  the  troops  on  board  their  refpeclwe  fhips, 
fil'd  acquainting  them  with  the  reafen  for  fo  doing. 

The  7th  the  weather  bad  in  the  morning  ;  in  the 
afternoon  the  fweJl  rather  decreafed,  and  gave  us  great 
hopes  of  landing  at  day-break  the  next  morning,  for 
which  orders  were  given  ;  and  Braggs,  regiment,  who 
w'ere  in  a  number  of  floops,  to  fail  under  convoy,  by 
the  mouth  of  the  harbour,  to  Loremhec  ;  fending,  at 
the  fame  time,  a  proportion  of  artillery  deflin’d  for  the 
light  houfe  point,with  orders  to  make  ail  the  fhew  they 
could  of  landing,  but  not  to  land  till  further  orders,  in- 
tending  to  draw  the  enemy’s  attention  on  that  (ide.^ 
From-the  2nd  to  this  time,  the  enemy  has  been  re¬ 
inforcing  their  pods,  adding  to  their  works, cannonading 
and  throwing  diells  at  the  fhips,  and  making  all  the 
preparations  they  can  to  oppofe  our  landing.  Seven 
tranfports  were  now  mifFiiig  with  troops  on  board, three 
of  Vr'hich  came  in  at  night.  The  Admiral  gave  all  ne- 
cedary  orders  for  the  frigates  to  cover  our  landing. 

On  the  8th  the  troops  were  aflembled  in  the  boats 
before  break  of  day, in  three  dividons  ;  andCommodore 
^urell  having  viewed  the  coad  by  order  of  theAdmiral, 

'  and  given  me  his  opinion  the  troops  might  land, without 
danger  from  the  furff,  in  the  bay  on  our  left,  the  Ken- 
nmgton  and  Hall  fax  fnow  began  the  fire'on  the  left, 
followed  by  the  Hiana,  and  ShannonYn- 

gates  in  the  center,  and  the  Sutherland  and  Squirrel 
upon  the  right.  When  the  fire  had'  continued  about 
a  quarter  of  an  hour, the  boats  upon  the  left  rowed  into 
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the  fhore,  under  the  command  of  Brigadier  General 
JVolfe,  whofe  detachment  was  compofed  of  the  four 
eldeil;  companies  of  Grenadiers,  followed  by  the  Light 
Infantry  (a  corps  of  yyo^.men,  chofen  as  markfmen 
from  the  different  regiments;  they  fervc  as  Irregulars^ 
and  are  commanded  by  Major  Scott,  who  was  Major  of 
Brigade)  and  the  companies  of  Rangers,  fupporied  by 
the  Highland  Regiment, and  thofe  by  the  eight  remain¬ 
ing  companies  of  Grenadiers. 

The  divifion  on  the  right,  under  the  command  of 
Brigadier-General  TFBtmore,  confided  of  the  Royal, 
Fafcelles,  Monckton,  Forbes,  Flnflriithcr  and  TP  ebb, 
and  rowed  to  our  right  by  the  TFbite  Point,  as  if  in¬ 
tending  to  force  a  landing  there. 

The  center  divifion,  under  the  command  of  Briga¬ 
dier-general  Lawrence,  was  formed  ^mherjl'* s ,Hop~ 
Jons,  Otwafs,  W bhnm e'' s ,  Lazurence'^s,  and  TV 2r- 
burton\,  and  made  at  the  fame  rime,  a  drew  of  land¬ 
ing  at  the  Fredi  Water  Cove.  This  drew  the  enemy’s 
attention  to  every  part,  and  prevented  their  troops,  poll¬ 
ed  along  the  coaft,  from  joining  thofe  on  their  right. 

The  ememy^-cled  very  v/ifeiy  ;  they  did  not  throw 
av/ay  a  fliot  till  the  boats  were  near  in  diore  ;  and  then 
direded  the  whole  f  re  of  their  cannon  and  mnfleetry 
upon  them.  The  furff  was  fo  great,  that  a  place  could 
hardly  be  found  to  get  a  boat  on  diore.  Notwithfian- 
ding  the  fire  of  the  enemy,  and  the  violence  of  the  furff. 
Brigadier  V/olfe  purfued  his  point,  and  landed  jud  at 
the'left  of  the  Cove,  took  pod,  attacked  the  enemy, 
and  forced  them  to  retreat,  fdany  boats  overfer,  fe- 
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veral  broke  to  pieces,  and  all  the  men  jumped  into  the 
water  to  get  on  lliore. 

So  foon  as  the  left  divilion  was  landed,  the  firft  de¬ 
tachments  of  the  center  rowed  a  proper  time  to.  the 
left,  and  followed  ;  then  the  remainder  of  the  centre 
divifion,  as  fall  as  the  boats  could  fetch  them  from  the 
flilps  jand  the  light  divifion  followed  the  center  in  like 
manner. 

It  took  up  a  great  deal  of  time  to  land  the  troops  ; 
the  enemy’s  retreat,  or  rather  flight,  was  through  the 
roughefl  and  word  ground  I  ever  faw  ;  and  the  purfuit 
ended  with  a  connonading  from  the  Town,  which  was 
fo  far  of  ufe,  that  it  pointed  out  how  near  I  could  en¬ 
camp  to  inveft  it  ;  on  which  the  regiments  marched  to 
their  ground,  and  lay  on  their  Arms.  The  wmd  in- 
creafed,  and  we  could  not  get  any  thing  on  fliore. 

The  lofs  of  his  Majedy’s  troops  at  landing  is  Capt. 
Baillieand  Lieut.  Cuthbert,  of  theHighland  regiment; 
Lieut.  Nicholfbn,  of  mine,  four  ferjeants,  one  corpor¬ 
al,  and  38  men  killed,  21  were  of  my  regiment,  (  the 
Grenadiers)  of  which  8  were  fliot,  and  the  red  drown¬ 
ed  in  trying  to  get  on  Ihore. 

Five  lieutenants,  two  ferjeants,  one  corporal,  and 
51  men  wounded  ;  and  of  the  five  companies  of  ran¬ 
gers,  .one  enfign  and  three  private  men  killed,  one 
wounded  and  ©ne  miffing. 

On  the  enemy’s  fide,  two  captains  of  grenadiers, 
and  two  lieutenants,  are  prifoners  ;  one  officer  killed, 
and  an  Indian  chief  :  feveral  men  likewife  killed,  and 
I  imagine,  about  70  men  taken  prifoners  :  they  were 
fent  on  board  as  fad  as  poffible.  By  fome  of  die  pri- 
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foners  T  had  intcllifyence,  that  M.  St.  Jtilien,  coloned, 
commonded  in  theCove  :  that  there  were  five  battalions 
in  the  town,  namely,  Bourgogne, Artois  Royal,  Marine, 
Cambife,  and  Volantaires  Etrangers,  with  about  700 
Canadians.  The  three  firft  regiments  wintered  inLouif- 
bourg  ;  Volontaires  Etrangers,  came  there  not  long 
fince  with  part  of  the  Fleet,  and  Cambife  the  night  be¬ 
fore  we  landed. 

We  took  from  the  enemy  three  24  pounders,  feren 
nine  pounders,  and  feven  fix  pounders,  two  mortars, 
and  14  fwivels ;  all  which  were  placed  ajong  the  fliore, 
to  prevent  our  landing  j  with  ammunition,  tools,  and 
Rorcs  of  all  kinds. 

The  9th  lieutenant  general  Bragg’s  regiment  retur¬ 
ned  in  their  floops  to  Lorembec.  ^  The  weather  con¬ 
tinued  extremely  bad  ;  the  furlF fo  great,  that  we  could 
get  only  fomeof  our  tents  on  hiore  in  the  afternoon. 

The  I  oth  the  furffliill  continued,  and  it  was  with 
great  difficulty  we  got  any  thing  on  fhore. 

The  iiththe  weather  grew  clear  and  better,  and 
the  light  fix  pounders,  which  I  ordered  on  fhore.  im¬ 
mediately  after  the  troops,  were  now  only  landed, and 
fomc  artillery  flores  with  them. 

On  the  1 2th,  from  intelligence  I  had  received,  that 
the  enemy  had  dellroyed  the  grand  battery,  and  called 
in  their  out-pofis,  I  detached  Brigadier  Wolfe  with 
1200  men,  four  companies  of  grenadiers,  three  com¬ 
panies  of  rangers,  and  fome  light  infantry,  round  the 
N.  E.  harbour  to  the  light  houfe  point,  with  an 
intention* to  filence  the  ifland  battery,  and,  at  the  fame 
lime,  to  dellroy  the  fliips  in  the  harbour  ;  fending  at 
the  fame  time  by  fea,  the  proportion  of  artillery  tools, 

&c. 


^c.  that  had  beeii  ordered  for  this  fervip.  - 

I  received  this  day  a  report  from  brigadier  Wolfe, 
that  he  had  taken  poflelTion  of  the  light  lioufe  point, and 
all  the  pods  on  that  fide  the  harbour,  which  the  enemy  , 
had  abandoned,  leaving  feveral  cannon,  which  were 
rendered  ufelels,  tools,  &c.  and  a  great  quantity  of  filli 
at  Lorembec.  The  weather  continued  extremely  bad  ; 
but  we  got  fome  tools  on  iliore  this  night  ;  fo  that  on 
the  13  th,  we  began  to  make  a  communication  from  the 
right  to  the  left  in  the  front  of  the  camp,  and  I  ordered 
three  redoubts  on  the  mod  advantageous  ground  in  the 
front.  A  party  of  the  enemy  came  out  this  day  towards 
our  camp,  but  were  fbon  beat  back  by  the  light  infan¬ 
try  before  two  piquets  could  well  get  up  to  their  af- 
fhiance.  We  worked  at  the  three  redoubts  in  front  all 
night.  1^. 

The  14th  thb  enemy  cannonaded  us  a  great  part  of 
•  the  day.  The  furlf  dill  continued  fo  great,  that  it  w'as 
w'ith  the  greated  difficulty  we  could  land  any  thing* 
The  deet,  under  the  command  of  Sir  Charles  Hardy* 
which  appeared  yederday  for  fbme  time,  was  in  the 
night  blown  od'to  fea. 

The  15th  I  fent  four  more  mortars  in  a-floop  to  the 
light-houfe,  but  we  could  not  get  any  artillery  landed 
on  this  fhore.  At  night  two  defer ters  from  the  Yolon^ 
taires  Etrangers  came  in,  and  faid  they  had  5  killed, 
and  46  wounded,  in  -the  fklrmidi  on  the  13  th. 

The  1 6th  the  fird  fine  weather,  we  landed  1 2  days 
provifions,  and  -got  many  things  on  fiiore,  but  could 
not  yet  land  any  artillery. 

The  17th  I  got  Colonel  Badide  fehief  Engineer]  on 
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hoiTeback,  and  with  Colonel  Williamlon  and  Major 
M’Kellar,  we  reconnoitred  the  whole  ground  as  far  as 
we  could  ;  and  Colonel  Baftide  was  determined  in  his 
opinion  of  making  approaches  by  the  green  hill,  and 
confining  the  deflrucfion  of  the  fliips  in  the  harbour  to 
the  light-houfe  point,  and  the  batteries  on  that  fide. 

I  added  two  eight  inch  mortars  and  three  royals  to  the 
jicrht-houfe  batteries. 

The  I  8th  we  had  fine  weather.  Some  Indians  took 
three  of  the  tranfports  men  at  the  bottom  of  Gabarus 
Bay,  who  landed  there  contrary  to  orders.  The  road 
for  the  arriilery  was  pufli’d  on  as  faft  as  pofTible.  We 
got  three  24  pounders  on  fliore,  though  the  furff  was 
great  the  beginning  of  the  Day. 

The  19th  the  batteries  of  the  Light  Houfe  v/ere  in- 
'  tended  to  have  been  open’d  this  night,  but  could  not 
be  got  ready  fo  fbon,  L’Echo,  a  French  frigate  of  32 
Guns,  was  brought  in  to-day  ;  had  got  out  of  the  har¬ 
bour  the  r3th  at  night, and  was  bound  to  Quebec  :  By  ^ 
her' we  have  intelligence,  that  the  Bizane  got  out  the 
day  we  landed,  and  the  Commette  fince  our  arrival  off 
the  harbour. 

The  20th  the  Ifland  battery  and  fhips  fired  at  the 
batteries  on  the  fhore,  who  began  their  fire  this  laft 
night.  The  enemy  burnt  an  old  fliip  at  the  bottonv 
of  the  harbour. 

The  2 1  ft  very  bad  weather,  and  the  furffhigh.  The 
enemy  difeovered  us  making  the  road  for  the  artillery, 
and  canonaded  us  ;  threw  fbme  fhot  into  the  left  of  the 
camp,  but  did  not  oblige  me  to  decamp  any  part.  An 
advanced  redoute  towards  Green  Hill  was  thrown  up 
this  night.  '  -The 
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'  The  2  2d  the  bad  weather  continued  ;  we  were  em-. 
ployed  on  the  roads,  and  getting  up  a  blockhonfe  on" 
the  left,  by  the  Miry  Road,  to  fecure  the  communica-' 
tion  to  the  N.  E.  harbour  and  Light  Houfe,  and  to 
hinder  any  parties  from  going  into  Town. 

The  23d  the  Admiral  alTiired  me- there  were  above 
100  boats  loft  in  landing  the  troops  and  provihons.  . 
This  day  fine  weather  ;  and  we  have  nov/  on  lliore  . 
twelve  24  poimders,  and  fix  twelve  pounders.  The 
enemy  fired  a  great  deal  from  their  flipping  and  Ifland. 
Battery,  and  threw  fbme  fliot  into  the  left  of  the 
camp.  Colonel  MeJJervey  and  mpfl  of  his  carpen-  , 
ters  taken  ill  of  the  fmall-pox,  which  is  a  very  great  • 
lofs  to  the  army.  Gabions  and  facfcines  aie  landed, 
and  carried  forward  as  faft  as  poffible,  to  make  an . 
epaulement  to  Green  Hill.  The  batteries  at  the  Light 
Houfe  fire  with  fuccefs  againff  the  Ifland  Battery,  and , 
I  hope  Vv^ill  foon  filence  it. 

On  the  24th  the  enemy  fired  on  the  Light  Houfe 
batteries  from  the  town  and  flipping  ;  and  on  our  ad¬ 
vanced  redoubt,  which  was  finified  ;  they  fred  from 
the  town.  Colonel  Baflide  remained  fixed  in  his  opi¬ 
nion  of  advancing  by  Green  Hill.  We  had  this  day  , 
in  the  park  of  artillery  thirteen  24  pounders, and  feveii 
1 2  pounders. 

The  25th  the  cannonading  continued  night  and  day  : 
in  the  evening  the  If  and  Battery  was  filenced  ;  their 
own  fire  had  helped  to  break  down  part  of  their  works. 
Fafcines  and  gabions  were,  forwarded  to  Green  Hill  as 
faf  as  pofible.  All  the  men  employed  at  work,  and 

making 
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’i-naklng  the  neceflary  commtinicatlons.  The  enemy 
fired  a  gocxl  deal  at  our  advanced  rcdoute. 

The  2  6th  a  fmall  alarm  on  the  left  of  a  party  that 
had  advanced  from  the  town,  had  got  up  to  the  Block 
Houfe,  which  was  not  quite  hninied'  They  had  with 
them  a  barrel  of  pitch  to  fet  it  on  fire  :  the  guard  on 
it  was  not  fuffcient  to  oppofe  a  large  party  ;  but  a  de¬ 
tachment  was  fent  out  fo  quick,  that  they  were  forced 
to  retreat  without  efFe(iling- their  defign,  though  two  of 
the  men  had  been  in  the  block  houfe,  and  they  were 
drove  back  into  the  Town  very  faft.  Three  hundred 
pioneers  ordered  to  Green  Hill.  Admiral  Bofcdwen 
landed  200  marines,  and  took  the  pofl;  at  Kenfiington 
Cove,  which. is  a  great  eafe  to  the  army.  I  defired  of 
the  Admiral  four  3*2^  pounders,  and  .two  24  pounders 
to  leave  at  the  Light  Houfe,  to  keep  dte  Ifland  Bat¬ 
tery  in  ruin,  that  with  a  proper  number  of  men  intren¬ 
ched  there.  Brigadier  TVolfe,  with  his  detachment, 
3uight  be  able  to  come  round  the  harboui ,  bringing^  his 
artillery  with  him  ;  and  to  try  to  deftroy  the  flipping, 
to  advance  towards  the  weft  gate. 

The  27th  one  brafs  24  pounder  was  loft  in  tw'clve 
fathom  water,  by  flipping  off'  the  catamaran,  as  they 
were  coming  from  the  fliip  tp  land  it.  The  cannon  I 
aflced  of  the  Admiral  were  landed  this  night  at  the 

Light  Houfe. 

The  28th  a  great  many  popping  fliots  and  cannona¬ 
ding.  As  the  poll  at  Green  Hill  was  covered,  we  be¬ 
gan  the  road  over  the  bog,  and  throwing  up  an  epaule- 
ment.  Colonel  MeJJervey  and  his  fon  both  died  this 

day  j  and  of  his  company  of  carpenters  of  108  men,

nW  bnt  1 6  in  the  fmall-poXjwho  are  nurfes  to  the  Tick. 
This  is  particularly  unlucky  at  this  time. 

The  29th  cannonading  continued  ;  the  fngate 
conhantly  at  the  epaulement ;  we  purfued  vorknig  a: 
the  road,  which  co(t  a  great  deal  of  labour  :  -a-  -igb: 
the  enemy  funk  four  iliips  in  the  harbour’s  m.  t  J.  j 
^Apolloy  a  two-decked  one,  La  Fidelle  ok  ^6  guns.  La 
Chevre,  and  la  Btchc,  of  i  6  guns  each,  and  they  cut 
od'moft  of  their  mails.  Remain  in  the  harbour  five  of 
the  line  of  battle,  and  a  frigate  of  36  guns. 

The  goth  at  night  fome  firing  at  RenningtonCove  : 
the  marines  thought  they  faw  Indians  :  the  frigate 
fired  all  night  at  the  epaulement,  as  the  men  worked 
in  the  night  time. 

The  iff  of  July  the  enemy  creeped  out  in  the  mor¬ 
ning  to  get  fome  old  pallifades  and  wood.  ,  Brigadier 
IVolfe  and  Major  Scotth  Light  Infantry  pufhed  them 
in  with  a  very  briik  fire  ;  and  the  Brigadier  took  pofls 
on  the  hills,  from  whence  it  was  intended  to  try  to  de- 
molifli  the  fhipping  ;  we  marched  forward  on  the  right, 
forced  the  enemy  back  to  Cape  Nolr  with  a  fmart  fire. 

The  2nd  the  epaulement  and  road  went  on  heavil}^, 
from  the  extreme  badnefs  of  the  ground  :  The  enemy 
continued  their  cannonading,  and  threw  fome  fhells  ; 
we  flcirmiflicd  all  Day  with  parties  out  of  the  town. 

The  3d  a  great  cannonading  from  the  town  and 
fhipping,  on  the  batteries.  Brigadier  IF dfe  was  mak¬ 
ing  an  advanced  work  on  the  right,  thrown  up  6yo 
yards  from  the  cover’d  way,  with  an  intention  of  creel¬ 
ing  a  battery  to  dellroy  the  defences  of  the  place,  it 
being  pretty  well  on  the  capital  of  the  citadel  baflion; 

and 
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and  the  falling  of  the  ground  from  this  place,  towards- 
the  works,  would  hinder  difcovering  as  much  of  the 
works  as  would  be  necedary  to  do  them  any  damage. 
In  the  evening  the  fea  officers  thought  fome  of  ther 
ffiips  would  try  to  get  out  of  the  harbour.  The  bat¬ 
teries  on  the  left  immediately  play’d  on  them,  but  it 
*  grew  fo  dark  they  could  not  continue. 

The  4th  a  great  fog  ;  when  there  were  glares  of 
light,  the  cannonading  began  j  506  men  kept  conti¬ 
nually  making  fafcines. 

The  5th  very  bad  weather  ;  the  epaulement  was 
haflened  on  as  much  as  poffible  ;  it  fwallowed  up  an' 
immenfe  number  of  fafcines,  cod  fome  r\ien,  as  the  ^ 
frigate  cannonaded  on  it  without  ceafing. 

The  6th  a  floop  failed  out  of  the  harbour  with  a  flag 
of  truce  to  Sir  Charles  Hardy,  to  carry  fome  things  to 
their  wounded  officers  and  prifoners. 

The  many,  difficnlties  of  landing  everything  in  al- 
mofl:  a  continual  furff,  the  making  of  roads,  drawing  & 
pafling  of  bogs,  and  putting  ourfelves  under  cover  ren¬ 
der*  our  approach  to  the  place  much  longer  thani  could 
wifh. 

On  the  7th  we  bad  very  foggy  weather  ;  cannon¬ 
ading  continued  all  day,  and  a  good  deal  of  popping 
•fhots  from  the  advanced  pofls. 

The  8th  I  intended  an  attack  on  fome  advanced  pofls 
at  Cape-Noir,  but  it  did  not  take  place.  Colonel  Baft- 
ide  got  a  contufion  by  a  muflcct  ball  on  his  boot,  which 
laid  him  up  in  the  gout. 

The  ptb,  in  the  night,  the  enemy  made  a  fally  wheje 
Brigadier  Lawrence  commanded  )  they  came  from  Cape

Nohj  and  tho^  drunk,  I  am  afraid  rather  furprized  a 
company  of  grenadiers  of  commanded  by  Lord 

-lDundonaldj^\\o  were  pofted  in  a  fieecke,  on  the  right. 
Major  Murry,  who  commanded  three  companies  of  gre¬ 
nadiers,  immediately  detached  one,  and  drove  the  enemy 
back  very  eafiiy.  IV^hitmore'^  and  Braggs  grenadiers 
behaved  very  well  on  this  occafion.  Lord  ^undonald 
was  killed.  Lieut.  wounded  and  taken  prifoner^ 

Capt.  Bontein,  of  the  engineers,  taken  prifoner  :  i  cor¬ 
poral,  g  men  killed  ;  lamilTing;  17  men  woun- 
ed.  The  Tally  was  of  five  picqiiets,  fupported  by  6©o 
men  ;  a  captain,  Chevalier  de  Chavellri,  was  killed  ;  a 
lieutenant  wounded  and  taken  prifoner  ;  17  men  killed  ; 
4  wounded,  and  bro’t  off  prifoners  j  befides  what  woun¬ 
ded  they  carried  into  the  town  :  one  of  which,  a  captain, 
died  immediately.  The  enemy  fent  out  a  flag  of  truce  to 
bury  their  dead,  which  when  over,  the  cannonading  be¬ 
gan  again.  The  frigate  was  fo  hurt,  flie  hauled  clofe 
to  the  town  ;  the  fhips  fired  very  much  again  If  Brigadier 
TVolfe^s  batteries. 

The  I  oth  the  road  at  the  epaulement  went  on  a  little 
better ;  the  enemy  fired  a  great  dhal,  and  threw  many 
fliells. 

The  I  ith  a  waggoner  was  taken  off  by  fome  Indians, 
between  the  block-houfe  and  the  left  of  the  north-eaft 
harbour. 

The  1 2  th  it  rained  very  hard  all  night ;  not  a  man 
in  the  detachment  could  have  a  dry  thread  on ;  we  made 
an  advanced  work  to  Green-Hill ;  at  night  the  waggoner 
who  had  been  taken,  luckily  made  his  efcape  ;  faid,  they 
were  2  5'o  Canadians.  The  citadel  baifion  fired  very 
fmartly.  '  The 
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'  Tbfe  1 3th  the  enemy  threw  a  great  many  fiiells  ;  we 
perfe^led  our  works  as  faftas  we  could  ;  had  rainy  wea¬ 
ther  ;  the  enemy  was  at  work  at  Cape  Noir,  to  hinder 
our  taking  poflefTion  near  that  point,  which  is  of  no  con- 
jec|uence  *,  iome  deferters  came  in  laid  a  floop  from 
Mi  ray,  got  in  three  days  ago. 

The  14th,  the  batteries  were  traced  out  lad  night  with 
'  an  intention  to  place  twenty  24-pounders,  divided  in  four 
different  batteries/ to  dehroy  the  defences  ;  and  a  bat.ery 
of  7  mortars,  with  fome  twelve-pounders,  to  ricohet  the 
works  and  the  town. 

The  1 5th  the  cannonading  and  firing  continued  ; 
the  enemy  tried  to  throw  fome  ihells  into  camp,  fup- 
pofed  to  be  intended  againft  our  powder  magazines : 
At  ten  at  night  the  iight-houfe  battery  fired  fome 
rockets  as  a  fignal  of  fhips  failing  out  of  the  harbour  ; 
Sir  Charles  Hardy  anfwered  it  ;  the  frigate  got  out, 
and  Sir  Charles  Hardy’s  Fleet  go  u  e  a 
to  fea.  Before  day- break,  Capt.  Sutherland,  polled 
at  the  end  of  the  north -eafl  harbour,  was  attacked, 
and  there  was  a  great  deal  of  firing  ;  the  grenadiers  of 
Brigadier  Wolfe’s  cofps  marched  to  fuhain  him,  and 
all  the  light  infantry  ;  it  was  over  before  they  could 
get  up,  and,  by  a  diferterffrom  the  enemy,  they  wesre 
only  100  men  come  from  where  they  left 

Monf.  de  Boisbiere,  who  had,  on  the  other  fide  of  the 
water,  300  men,  with  boats  to  pals.  L^Iajor  with 

the  Kght  infantry,  purfued,  but  could  not  get  up  witii 
them.  I  encamped  a  corps  forward. 

The  i6ch,  towards  night,  Brigadier  pufhed 

on  a  corps  and  took  polIelUou  of  the  hills  in  the  front 
^  of 
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.of  the  barafoy,  where  we  made  a  lodgment ;  the  ene¬ 
my  fired  very  brilkly  from  the  town  and  fhipping. 

The  17th  a" great  fire  continued  from  the  town  and 
jfhipping  y  we  refolved  to  extend  the  parallel  fiom  the 
right  to  the  left.  The  fleet  returned. 

The  1 8th,  all  laft  night  the  enemy  fired  mufleetry 
from  the  covert-way,  and  tried  to  throw  Ihells  into  the 

camp. 

The  1  pth  I  relieved  the  trenches  by  battalions,  the 
-14  battalions  formed  3  brigades  ;  a  fmart  fire  from  the 
covert-way  ;  the  batteries  on  the  left  fired  againft  the 
baflion  Dauphine  with  great  fuccefs. 

The  2  ifl  one  of  the  fliips  in  the  harbour  bad  fbme 
powder  blown  up  in  her,  made  a  great  explofion,  and 
let  the  fliip  on  fire,  which  foon  caught  the  falls  of  two 
-more ;  they  burned  very  faft,  and  we  kept  firing  on 
them  the  whole  time,  to  try  to  hinder  the  boats  and 
people  from  the  town,  to  get  to  their  afliflance  ;  the 
Entreprenant,  Capricieux,  and  Superb,  were  the  three 
burned  fhips;  the  Prudent  and  Bicnfaifant  remained. 

The  22d  two  batteries  on  the  right  opened  with  13 
24-poiinders,  and  another  with  7  mortars,  and  fired 
with  great  fuccefs ;  the  enemy  fired  very  well  from 
the  town  for  fome  time,  and  threw  their  fhells  into  our 
works.  Our  fhells  put  the  citadel  in  flames.  I  or¬ 
dered  Col.  Williamfon  to  confine  his  fire  as  much  as  he 
could  to  the  defences  of  the  place,  that  we  might  not 
deftroy  the  houfes.  A  lieutenant  of  the  Royal-  \meri- 
cans,  going  his  rounds  on  an  advanced  pofl,  loft  his  way, 
and  was  taken  prifoner  near  Cape  Noir.  A  battery 

was  begun  on  the  left  for  four  24-pounders» 

C  Th^ 
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The  23d  the  cahorns  were' u fed  at  night  and  the 
French  mortars  fent  to  throw  ftones  from  the  trenches. 
The  enemy  fired  all  forts  of  old  iron,  and  any  fluff 
they  could  pick  up.  Col.  Bajlide  was  out  torday  for 
V  the  firfl  time  fince  he  received  the  contufion.  Our 

I  batteries  fired  with  great  fuccefs.  This  night  the  fhells 

fet  fire  to  the  barracks,  and  they  burnt  with  great 
*  violence. 

On  the  24th  the  fire  was  very  brifk  on  our  fidfe,  and 
^  the  enemy’s  decreafed.  The  admiral  gave  me  400 

(  feamen  to  help  work  at  the  batteries,  and  200  miners 

added  to  a  corps  of  100  already  eflablifhed,  that  we 
might  make  quick  work  of  it,  and  they  were  imme¬ 
diately  employed.  The  4  gun  battery  opened,  and 
another  of  5  creeling.  One  of  the  men  of  war  in  the 
harbour,  the  Bienfaifant,  fired  at  our  trenches  at  high 
water,  and  the  citadel  and  baflion  Dauphine  fired  againfl: 
the  4  gun  battery  ;  but  our  men  firing  fmall-arms  into 
the  embrazures,  beat  the  enemy  off  their  guns. 

.'The  25th  the  batteries  fired  with  great  fuccefs. 
The  admiral  fent  me  word,  he  intended  to  fend  in 
boats  with  600  men,  to  take  or  deflroy  the  Prudente 
and  Bienfaifant,  in  the  harbour.  I  ordered  all  the 
batteries  at  night  to  fire  into  the  works  as  much  as 
pofiible,  to  keep  the  enemy’s  attention  to  the  land. 
The  miners  and  workmen  went  on  very  well  with  their 
approaches  to  the  covered  way,  tho’  they  had  a  con¬ 
tinued  and  very  fmart  fire  from  it,  and  grape  fhot, 
and  all  forts  of  old  iron  from  the  guns  of  the  ramparts. 
We  continued  our  fire  without  ceafing,  and  a  ricochet : 
The  boats  got  to  the  fliips  at  one  in  the  morning,  and 
<  took 


dente,  as  jQie  was  a-ground  ;  and  they  towed  off  the 
Bienfaifant  to  the  north-eaft  harbour. 

!  The  26th  the  admiral  came  on  iliorc,  and  told  me 
he  propofed  fending  6  fhips  into  the  harbour  the  next 
I  day.  Juft  at  this  time  I  received  a  letter  from  the 
governor,  offering  to  capitulate,  and  the  articles  were 
I  agreed  upon.  The  troops  remained  in  the  trenches 
this  night  as  ufual. 

The  27th  three  companies  of  grenadiers,  under  the 
command  of  Major  Farquhar^  took  poflefTion  of  the 
weft  gate  ;  and  I  fent  in  brigadier  general  JVhit?nore, 
to  fee  the  garrifon  lay  down  their  arms,  and  poft  the 
neceflary  guards  in  the  town,  on  the  ftpres,  magazines, 
&c.  And  I  had  the  arms  bro’t  out  of  town,  and  1 1 
colours,  which  1  fend  you,  under  the  care  of  Captain 
William  Amherjl,  As  1  have  given  in  orders  that  I 
defired  every  commanftmg  officer  of  corps  w’ould  'ac¬ 
quaint  the  officers  and  men  that  I  was  greatly  pleafed 
with  the  brave  and  good  behaviour  of  the  troops,  which 
has,  and  always  muft  infiire  fnccefs  ;  I  am  to  acquaint 
yon,  Sir,  that  I  took  the  liberty  to  add  to  it,  that  I 
,  would  report  it  to  the  King, 


lExtraB  of  a  Letter  from  Admiral  Boscawen,  to 
the  Rt,  Hon,  Mr.  Secretary  PITT,  dated  Na- 
mure,  Gabreufe-Bay,  2  6t>July,  175^* 

I  Will  not  trouble  you  with  a  particular  detail  of  the 
landing  and  fiege,  but  cannot  help  mentioning  a 
particular  gallant  aftion  in  the  night  between  the  2  5th 
and  26th  inllant :  The  boats  of  the  fquadron  were  in 
two  divifions  detached  under  the  command  of  captains 
JLaforey  and  Balfour^  to  endeavour  either  to  take  or 
burn  the  Prudente  of  74  guns,  and  the  Bienfaifant  of 
^4,  the  only  remaining  French  fhips  in  the  harbour ; 
in  which  they  fucceeded  fq  well,  as  to  burn  the  former, 
{he  being  a-ground,*  and  take  the  latter,  and  tow  her 
into  the  N.  E.  harbour,  notwithhanding  they  were  ex- 
pofed  to  the  fire  of  the  cannon  and  raufketry  of  the 
ifland  battery,  point  Rochefort,  and  the  town,  being 
favoured  with  a- dark  night.  Our  lofs  vyas  inconhdera? 
ble,  s  7  men  killed  and  9  wounded. 

I  have  given  the  command  of  the  Bienfaifant  to 
Captain  Balfour^  and  the  Echo,  a  frigate  to  Captain 
Lciforey  ;  Mr.  Affieck,  and  Mr.  Bicker  ton,  lieutenants, 
who  boarded  the  Bienfaifant,  fucceed  thofe  gentlemen 
in  the  iEtna  fire-fliip,  and  Hunter  floop. 

I  have  only  farther  to  alTlire  his  Majefly,  that  all 
his  troops  and  officers,  both  fea  and  land,  have  fupported 
the  fatigue  of  this  fi  ge  with  great  firmnefs  and  alacrity.
